Lake County's traffic death 
toll rose by at least three 
Tuesday when a bus skidded 
and overturned on Highway 
41, north of Gurnee. The 
driver and 46 women were 
reported Injured, some i«er- 
iously. There were 49 wom- 
en and the driver in the bus, 
according to Chief Deputy 
Norrls Froellch. ' 

The bus reportedly skidded 
on the wet pavement and hit 
a bridge abutment, then over- 
turned, pinning several wom- 
en in the wreckage. The ac- 
cident happened at 3:28 p.m. 
Tuesday, according to sher- 
iff's office records. ... 

Rescue squads, ambulances 
and sheriff's squads rushed 
to the scone of the accident. 
Both of Ant loch's Rescue 
Squad trucks went to the 
scone and aided in the care 
of the Injured, though the 
trucks were not needed for 
ambulance service. 

The women, were all from 
Milwaukee, the bus was a 
Wisconsin Coach lines bus 
which had been chartered by 
the group for the, trip. They 
had toured a cosmetics plant 
in 'Morton Grove. '■'■'. 
. One woman lost an arm, an- 
other a log, In the accident. 
The three dead- women are 
Mrs. Angela Santarelli, 45; 
Mrs. Jean Posto, 33, - and 
Mrs. Stella Ciscske, 61, all of 
Milwaukee. K ,,

Sir., of Waukesha, Wis.,-, was 
In critical condition In' St. 
Therese Hospital! He report- 
edly suffered a skull fracture. 
. Some of the. injured were 
taken to St. Therese Hospital, 
-some to Zlou-Bcnton Hospi- 
tal. 

It took 30 minutes, accord- 
ing to those on the scene, to 
get a wrecking truck that 
could lift the bits and free 
some of the women. During 
this time, sheriff's deputies 
reported, one woman was 
trapped with her arms stick- 
ing out of the window and 
pinned between the side of 
the bus and the ground. 

Some of the women were 
treated . at the hospital and 
released. Twenty-three were 
kept overnight. 

Sheriff's deputies were still 




working Wednesday morn- 
ing, according ito Froellch, 
verifying names of the occu- 
pants of the' bus.

Illinois, one of the rich In- 
dustrial slates of the Nation, 
has sustained a fairly steady 
decline in its rate, of eco- 
nomic growth since lf>20. Of 
the "Great Lakes States" of 
Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, Wis-, 
co'nsln and Illinois, our State 
is al. the bottom In the "rate" 
of per capita income growth. 
During this time, Indiana 
boasted a 304 per cent in- 
crease while Illinois lagged 
far behind with only f 200 'per 
cent, • '■■.■• 

This ration Is even more 
pronounced in respect to "to- 
tal" personal Income growth 
in which Illinois' Increase 
amounted to 312 per cent In 
contrast to Michigan's 440 
per cent and Indiana's 409 
per cent. Per capital in- 
come and total personal In- 
come for the period 1902-03 
reflected - somo -improvement 
in Illinois' relative position, 
but showed out State increas- 
ing in per capita income only 
at the rate of 3 per cent in 
contrast to Michigan's 5 per 
cent increase and Indiana's 4 
per cent improvement. Ac- 
cording to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, Illinois 
is one of 14 states in the Na- 
tion showing the lowest rate 
of economic growth in the 
period of 1948 to 1903. 
Considerable prodding from 
the business community, as 
well as a political campaign 
In which attention is focused 
on this subject, should de- 
velop greater citizen aware- 
ness of the need for a healthy 
economic climate in Illinois. 
A most significant com- 
ment appears in the Illinois 
State. Chamber of Com- 
merce's recent publication, 
Meeting the Challenge of Eco- 
nomic Growth in Illinois. 
The authors of this work 
point out (lint: "Illinois has 
grown less in the nation's 
growth industries and de- 
clined more in the nation's 
declining industries." This 
salient statement should give 
cause for careful thought by. 
all who are seeking to lead' 
Illinois in a path of improved 
industrial and economic 
growth. 

The grossly unfavorable 
position of Illinois, with re- 
spect to defense contract 
awards, is certainly one fac- 
tor accounting for our State's 
poor showing. In the fiscal 
year ending in July 1903, Cal- 
ifornia received more than 
23 per cent of the defense 
contract awards, whereas Illi- 
nois received only 1.8 per 
cent of such important busi- 
ness. The States of Missouri, 
New York, Pennsylvania and 
Texas arc also far ahead of 
our State's position. The 
Governor and all of the Illi- 
nois Members of Congress, 
representing both political 
parlies, have been endeavor- 
ing to do something about 
this—and there are signs of 
improvement on the horizon. 
Local initiative and a re- 
ceptive local climate for busi- 
iness appear to be the princi- 
pal inducements for new and 
expanded business growth. 
Our 12th Congressional Dis- 
trict can take justifiable pride 
in such industrial develop- 
ments as the recent expan- 
sion of the Frank G. Hough 
Company in Libertyvillc and 
the projected new plants of 
Abbott Laboratories and G. 
D. Scarle Laboratories in 
Lake County. We are proud 
of the recent decisions to es- 
tablish a huge Chrysler Cor- 
poration plant near Belvidere 
in Boono County and a new 
plant of the Borden Company 
at Woodstock, in Mcllenry 
County.

when confronted with, alter 
natives. I will even defend 
our school system, with all 
its faults, and often do. Of 
course it can. be improved 
as you full woll know," 

There was a time when I 
felt defensive about the Am- 
erican educational system 
when compared to the best 
schools on the continent. 
I have had in my classes 
students from half a dozen 
foreign nations and I was im- 
pressed by their superior cul- 
tural background. Our very 
best students did not' quite 
measure up. .- - 

In the last few years. I lulve 
changed my. mind and on 
broader grounds than the 
cultural background, Per- 
haps the difference was best 
put in perspective by an NBC 
full hour report last winter 
on the change now taking 
place In Britain. Most of the 
program was devoted to the 
British educational system. 
" Even after two. Labor go.v= 
ernments in Britain, even 
after a reform movement 
that has changed the face of 
that tight little island, the 
British class system still 
looms high as a strong influ- 
ence on society. . . . The Brit- 
ish eeducational system was 
devised to foster and encour- 
age the perpetuation of that 
system. 

The man from the right 
prep school, the man with 
the right school tic, the man 
with the proper accent was 
guaranteed a proper place in 
society. Regardless how bril- 
liant the son of a worker, or 
farmer, or small tradesman, 
ho was virtually cut off from 
competing successfully in the 
British class system. 

In England there has been 
nothing comparable to the 
state university, and the 
scores of small denomina- 
tional liberal arts colleges. 
The red brick English school 
was always regarded as an 
unprincipled upstart, and in 
any case there were too few 
of them. Only a handful 
of English school boys had 
hopes of a college education. 
The result was a class system 
reinforced by the barrier of 
inferiority. 

Whatever the sins of the 
American system, it has at- 
tempted to produce a class- 
less society. There is a con- 
scious effort to see that ev- 
eryone has an equal chance 
regardless of wealth or posi- 
tion. The boy with the spe- 
cial aptitude, the girl with 
extraordinary talent Is en- 
couraged; the best of Ameri- 
can universities are' within 
their grasp. 

I can give example after 
example of our graduates 
with great talent and small 
finances who have gone to 
Harvard or to Princeton, to 
M.I.T., or to a dozen other top 
universities on scholarships. 
K is difficult to mold a soci- 
ety with hard class Iinej 
when all kinds of people meet 
on an even footing in the 
class room. 

Britain has suffered a ter- 
rific loss from tho bright 
young men who never ma- 
jored In science, who never 
studied higher mathematics, 
who never had a chance at 
med school. The British 
system produced leaders for 
an empire, but the days of 
empire have vanished. 

I would not pretend that 
our system is perfect, I am 



as aware as. our sharpest 1 
critic Ithat we have much to 
do. There are Estill 'bright 
young people who end their 
academic ""^career at ihigh 
school because of a lack of 
money /or incentive. Fortun- 
ately, their number/becomes 
fewer and fewer as merit and 
state scholarships testing 
searches out the worthy and 
gives assistance 10111080 who 
need It. 

There Is a sad lack of uni- 
formly' high standards in the 
American high school, too 
much time is still spent on. 
the trivial, but I can testify 
that tho high school gradu- 
ates of today work harder; 
have more intellectual curi- 
osity, and turn out higher 
quality work than my genera- 
tion -of forty years ago, I 
know that educational oppor- 
tunity 'reaches a broader level 
of society than ever before. 

The problems that we face 
in the future arc much more 
complex than those of half 
a century ago. I firmly be- 
lieve that we are producing 
a generation better prepared 
to meet problems than we 
were. We have to remain 
critical; we have to always 
raise questions, and seek Im- 
provement." Our Idea of edu- 
cation is sound regardless of 
lapses of 'performance, and 
that is important. Our, sys- 
tem of government is safe so 
long as our school system re- 
mains democratic.

Health Dept. 
Makes Survey 

A survey of the patient 
population of all nursing 
homes in Lake County is now 
under way. Dr. Arthur G. 
Raker. Director of the Lake 
County Health Department, 
announced today. Purpose 
of the survey is to determine 
the number and kinds of pa- 
tients who receive care in 
nursing hohics and their 
needs. The information ob- 
tained will provide a basis for 
future planning for nursing 
home requirements. 

At present there arc 14 
nursing homes with a total 
of 770 beds available in this 
county. Two new homes 
now under construction in 
Waukegan will provide ail 
additional 150 beds in the 
current year. By compari- 
son there arc approximately 
1100 beds available in' the six 
general hospitals in Lake 
County. 

The survey now under way 
will provide information 
about the age, sex, and home 
address of patients. Infor- 
mation will also be obtained 
about the ability of patients 
to walk about and the num- 
ber confined to beds. Ob- 
servation will also he made 
about the menial status of 
the nursing home patients, 
Dr. Baker pointed out. 

hi addition to an evalua- 
tion of each individual pa- 
tient, the study will also show 
the kinds of personnel em- 
ployed to give patient care in 
each home. 

"The administrators of the 
nursing home have provided 
us with a 1110% response. 
This insures that our accum- 
ulated data will be valid. The 
data obtained will be sum- 
marized in a consolidated 
manner and will not divulge 
information about individual 
nursing homes. This is a 
fact finding survey. It will 
not affect the licensure status 
of the home," Dr. Baker 
concluded.. 

• A report, on this survey 
will be published when the 
study is completed.

Maybe the best place to start \i with one of the first 
things Herman said to me. - - 

For many years, particularly In the early years before 
the Squad became known far autslde Antlocn as an' excel- 
lent, and otthat time, almost unique, organization, the 
'Rescue Squad and Herman Holbek were almost synony- 
mous, In the minds of most people around Antlocn, Her- 
man was usually In the drivers' seat when yau saw -the 
■squad go by; he worked hard to co|lect money to finance 
the squad; in the days when money was hard to came by, 
and the Squad hadn't gained supporters; he took more 
First Aid training than anyone else. 

Herman promptly disclaimed credit. "One man didn't 
■ make a Rescue Squad," he said. "We had a fine crew, 
right- from the start. They were domed good men. (If 
you know ■Herman, you know he didn't say 'darned'.) 
Sure I worked hard, they all did. Herman Rosing, Oeke 
Powles, they were some of the first. Lloyd Murrle, Einar 
Petersen, Walter Scolt — they never complained about go- . 
Ing but, any hour of the day or night." 

The squad started as a branch of the Antloeh Fire 
Department, but soon separated from the Department- to 
became a separate unit. The men soon made it a rulei 
thot a man couldn't belong to both organizations — he 
was too apt to be called at the same time for both units. 
The only equipment the squad had to start with was 
on E & J machine (Inhalatot), Herman say's. They_axt. 



swered calls in their own cars, and if they had to move a 
patient their cars were ambulances. Getting that first 
truck, Herman reminisced, was a tough job. 



, The men sponsored affairs to r.aise money, and 
asked for donations anywhere they could find them. 
"Some people thought we were crazy, to try to start such 
a thing," Herman said. "They never heard of such a 
thing. Money was scarce, and if a man gave us $1.00, 
or 52.00, we thought we were doing pretty good. We 
all paid far our own expenses, when we were out trying 
to raise money." 

"But we needed some big money. I went to Bill 
Just, in Waukegon, He called some of the head men or 
the big Industries. I gat $100.00 from one, $150.00 from 
another. The Waukegan News-Sun backed us up. We 
finally got our first truck." 

It was so light," Herman laughed, remembering, 
"thot we had ^o get two pieces of railroad track and bolt 
them on each side to weight it down. Now we got so 
much equipment in our trucks, we have to get heavy-duty 
springs to hold it." 

The men sponsored dances at the old Channel Lake 
pavilion to raise money. They went out and sold tickets 
and their reception wasn't always good. '«" Walter Scott 
and me, we went out together to sell tickets to tavern 
owners," Herman said. Well, you know, every place we 
went in, we had to buy a drink first, ar the owner wouldn't 
even bother with us. We got pretty tired of that, offer a 
few nights, so we put on our uniforms and went out. We 
have a rule, you can't drink with the uniform on, so we 
tell the tavern owners that. The second place we went 
to, there was a wealthy man in there, and he wanted to 
buy us a drink. We told him we couldn't take a drink. 
He soys, Take a drink with me, I'll buy ten tickets.' 
$10.00, that was a lot of money then. So we did. He 
soys, 'Have another.' We said no. He says, 'Hove an- 
other with me, I'll buy ten more tickets.' Well, he 
bought $150 worth of tickets, but Walter and me, 'we 
sure got sick of selling tickets." 

Antioch's wos the first Rescue Squad In the State 
of Illinois, and for many years the only one. We 
helped other towns start, squads, when they got inter- 
ested," Herman said. *We'd give the men First Aid 
courses ond help 'em get organized. Fox Lake, Burling- 
ton, Loke Villa, Twin Lakes — they've all got their own 
squads now." 

Herman got oil, the First Aid training he could get 
when the squad first started. He took First Aid courses 
in the days when doctors were the instructors. He him- 
self, taught First Aid dosses oil over the county by the 
time World War II came along. 




He spent three strictly unauthorized weeks In the . 
accident admission room at County Hospital, with a Wau- 
kegan doctor to cut the red tape for him. He listened 
. and watched and learned as doctors explained to Interns 
what must be done, what to guard against, what to watch 
out for. "That's where I had.it drummed into me, to 
olways check far .a broken neck, a broken back, before 
you move on injured person;" Herman said." "A broken 
orm, a broken leg — they can be fixed. But you can't 
mend a broken neck ar back. - And I drum that into the 
new fellows on the squad. If you're in doubt, treat 'em 
tike they've got a broken neck or back. You slide 'em 
onto a board," Herman sold, "and pile sandbags around 
'em so they con't move; Lots of doctors have compli- 
mented us on probably saving people's lives by taking 
precautions." 

"Bleeding, the broken neck, a good splint on an arm 
or leg — it's more important to take your time at the 
scene of an accident and take care of those things than 
it is to rush 'em to the hospital," Herman said. "Tt don't 
pay to go tearing in at top speed — sometimes a bad bump 
can do a lot more harm than the hospital can undo. 
You can't depend an the siren to clear the way, either," 
Herman said. "If the other guy's got his windows closed, 
he don't even hear it." 

"With carbon monoxide cases, drownings and elec- 
trocutions, keep on working even when there doesn't seem 
to be any .hope," Herman soid. "We've saved some, 
even after doctors have said they were dead. We were 
called to Fox' Lake once. Two girls had drowned. The 
doctor pronounced them dead. We kept working on 
them, and revived one offer three and one-half hours of 
work. She lived. That mokes you feel good." 

"And a little boy, we revived him. He lived, he's 
grown up now, lives here in Antloeh. Same way with car- 
bon monoxide poisoning, it's hard to be sure they're 
beyond help." 

"With the drownings, though, don't let anybody kid 
you, If they've really been under water more than four 
or five minutes there's no hope." 

"Ninety-seven drowning cases, I've been on," Herman 
sold. "When we were the only squad, of course, we got 
colled to all the lakes around here to drag for bodies. 
Called to Des Plaines, Waukegan — sometimes I'd be away 
from the store for o week at a time. The one in Des- 
Plaines, we had to cut and move the ice to drag. It was 
In December."

"Just' what Is there so se- 
cret, or so sacred about the 
proposed purchase of a "Lake 
County" :Red 'Cross First 
ltd rescue truck— that- Invit- 
ed visitors front sister cities 
have to be discouraged from 
attending a .meeting in Wau- 
kegan?— Antloch imd Keno- 
sha Red Cross- men are pon- 
dering that question today." 

That's how the story" start- 
ed In that Issue of 24 years 
■ago.' 

It goes oil. to tell that Cap- 
tain L. D. Powlesand Lieu- 
tenant Herman flolbek of the 
Antloch Rescue Squad, and 
Arthur LaCrosse, second in 
command of the Kenosha 
Rescue squad, wore invited to 
- a : meeting in Waukegan by 
the Board of Directors o'f the' 
Lake County Red Cross Chap- 
ter. The meeting was pur 
portedly to discuss the pro- 
posed purchase of a Red 
Cross first aid rescue truck 
to be used" In answering calls 
for any MAJOR disaster In 
Lake County. 

The Antloch men and their 
Kenosha friend, the story 
goes on, wont to Waukegan 
to " attend the meeting . and 
offer their 100% support. 
They were also Interested In 
learning the type of service 
the new unit would offer and 
how far out In the county 
it would go. 
' According to advance pub- 



lieity,. the ..proposed truck 
would 'be' .purchased ■ with 
donated funds, collected un* 
der the ;auaplce» of the.

I'Powles, Uolhck and 'La- 
crosse, 'accompanied by John 
Koran, a. member of the Anil-'

Waukegan .for the meeting. J 

To quote again from the 
newspaper account, "On their 
arrival,- 'they ..report, • they 
were greeted In the hall, by 
the board member who had 
asked 'them to be present. . 

"The chairman of the Lake 
County Red Cress, Mayor 
Mancel Tnlcott of Waukegan, 
was summoned to the hallway 
outside the meeting room to 
greet them. 

"But In place of the wel- 
come they had expected, the 
visiting delegation was greet- 
ed by his honor with the 
question, 'Well) what seems 
to be 'the matter here?' 

"Somewhat • taken ' aback, 
since all Red Cross meetings 
are,, by national regulation 
also open meetings,' the vis 
Ring delegates recovered 
from their surprise suffi- 
ciently to assure Mayor. Tal- 
cott that so far as (hoy-knew, 
nothing was the matter, and 
they, had journeyed over to 
offer their co-operation arid 
any assistance they could 
give."

A History of 
The Rescue 
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' At told by John Hdran 

In 1639 three Antloch fire- 
men, 'Herman Rosing. Her- 
man Holbek and L. D. Powles 
decided to establish some 

thing more advanced In First 
Aid work. 

They called on Captain 
Itoward Gat ley of the Keno- 
sha County Rescue Unit and 
Lieutenant Arthur LaCrosse, 
Lfeutenaht LaCrosse , a reg- 
istered First Aid instructor, 
assisted the men in 'starting 
the unit. ' . '"■■ 

, Additional firemen were 
added for a total of .12 men, 
Richard F, Allner, Howard 
Strang, J am e s ■ McMiltcn, 
Clarence B. Shullls, Walter 
Scott, Walter Kraft, Elnar 
Petersen, John L, Koran and 
James. Mullaney of Public 
Service Co, 

The Antloch Rescue. Squad 
was finally able to purchase 
a truck, with a fund raised 
by public donations, which 
was delivered in June of 
1940. 

The truck was at first 
housed In the Fire' Dept, 
building. In March of 1041, 
a two-way- radio was install 
e'd"."" The first year the truck 
wits In service, 74 persons 
were given First Aid, 

pOn Sept. 0, 1041, at a Teg- 
ular business meeting of the 
Antloch Volunteer Fire De 
partment, a resolution was 
acted on calling for the sep- 
aration of the Rescue Squad 
from the Fire Dept'. 

In 1046, the- Antloch Lions 
.Club took over the job of 
soliciting funds for I he lies- 
one Squad, 

Plans for a building for 
the Rescue Squad finally got 
under way. On - November. 
11, 1052, Open House was 
held In the new building, ad- 
jacent to the Fire Dept. Cost 
of the building was about 
$10,000. It contains meet- 
ing quarters, storage space 
for extra equipment and dou 
bio door entrance for two 
trucks. 

A siren was installed on 
the roof of the building in 
1058.

The drownings are the 
toughest, Ernie says. Usual- 
ly, the most you can hope to 
do Is recover a body. May- 
be It makes somebody a little 
easier In their mind. That's 
the moat you can do. 
- It's the- hardest physical 
work, with the least hope of 
real reward — rarely a chance 
to h sip io save a life. Some- 
times Ihey drag for days — 
hard, dirty work. Sad work. 

Are they -bothered much by 
the morbid and curious who 
dash to follow the squad? 
"Not much," Ernie saya, 
"They go by streaks. Mostly 
kids. They'll all follow us 
for a while, then the police 
get on them and It stops. But 
yau can bft.none of the kids 
of the Rescue Squad mem- 
bers ever do it. They get 
their instructions." 

Ernie's proud of the squad, 
and. glad he belongs to it. 
"And remember," he says, 
"None of these fellows could 
do this job if their wives 
didn't cooperate, They're a 
wonderful bunch of girls, and 
they deserve a volo of 
thanks."

So read the Chicago Sunday 
Tribune of September 12, 
1943. The squad had only 
been' organized for three 
years when Eileen Burke of 
the Tribuno wrote her fea- 
ture story on the Antioeh 
Rescue Squad. The squad 
had answered 279 calls at 
that date. "Whenever first 
aid could do it," Miss Burke 
praised, . "lives were saved," 
- The launching of the squad 
was faced with many prob- 
lems. No one could question 
the need for such an organi- 
zation in the chain of lakes 
region, but how would it be 
financed? -Equipment was 
needed and men, who would 
work without pay, would have 
to be recruited and trained. 
-Credit for the idea and 
the original hard work out of 
which grew Antloch'a volun- 
teer rescue squad goes to 
Captain Herman Holbek and 
two other charter members of 
the group, Herman Rosing 
and' Laurel Powlesi. These 
men had been members of 
the Antioeh fire department, 
and had become Interested In 
the need for a rescue squad. 
They made trips to Keno- 
sha, Wisconsin, to study spe- 
cial first aid courses, and af- 
ter a number of trips, 1 were 
"able to start off on : their 
■own." vV 

After selecting and train* 
ing the "right kind" of" vol- 
unteers, a truck and equip- 
ment had to be secured. The 
slogan became, "Never mind\ 
we'll get it," and they did, 
through benefit dances, aid 
drives in the community, and 




in many instances "chipping 
in," the igrdupVfihalty ijgath-i 
ered together enough to pur-, 
chase the needed, truck; ' [ 
; y Piece Jby jptece i he . squad 
gradually acquired its other I 
needs which ranged from 
stomach jpiimp to a 'fully, 
equipped' physician's kit, | 
; And so the rescue squad 
was on its way. ;The work; 
was hard and the hours were 
long. " The squad members, 
even though air had family 
responsibility and everyday 
jobs, were in 1943 and are 
now, -ready to give aid. 1 
"There Is never an hour any 
time," Captain Holbek ex- 
plained, "when some mem-; 
bers of the squad are not on 
special watch for calls." 

The squad of 1943, had 11 
active members and. 10 mem- 
bers In reserve. Major 
Powles, Jim McMillen, Henry 
Quedenfeld, George W. Bart- 
lett.Jr., and Howard Strang 
in 1943 had. been called to 
military service. Act I v e 
members were' Capt. Holbek, 
Herman Rosing; Walter Scott, 
and Lloyd Murrle. Others 
Included Eiriar Petersen, 
Charles Larson, Fred .Yates; 
Henry Rentner, Bill Banedt, 
Morris Plckus, and R. F. 
Allner. r 

"But what do. you get out 
of it?" was and is now a com- 
mon inquiry. 

"Sometimes we .don't even 
get a thank you out bfit,"- 
spoke Capt. Holbek. , ''But 
that doesn't bother us either 
—we have the personal satis- 
faction of doing a necessary 
job well." Captain Holbek 
could very well be answering 
the same question for the 
squad of 1994, ; 

And so 25 years have pass- 
ed; new names have been 
added to the squad rolls as 
has new equipment, and new 
techniques, yet Dr. Roy Wil- 
liams' comment to the Chi- 
cago Tribune reporter- Eileen 
Burke Is as appropriate to- 
day as it was in 1943. 

"The rescue squad never 
says no to anything. I don't 
know what the community 
would do without them."

Who is this volcu? ' 'How 
does she notify the squad 
members? Is her job done 
as soon as the squad is on 
the .scene? 

' The answer to these and 
many other .questions were 
found during an interview 
. with Viv Mnnlethorpo who is 
' usually I he efficient "voice"' 
of the rescue squad. 

Vlv. has been. receiving calls 
-for. the squad since May, 1961. 
Since (hat time she lias re- 
ceived requests ranging from 
animals In distress to serious 
auto accidents. "Most calls 
are very serious," she slated, 
'■and of course nil calls are 
treated seriously." , 

'. When asked- If- any calls 
were amusing, Viv immedi- 
ately told of one she received 
from a woman who said that 
a terrible auto accident had 
occurred on a highway In 
front of her home. The call 
er said that "bodies were ly 
Ing all over the road." 

"Of caiirsc I Immediately 
called the squad and then 
waited wjth anxiety for them 
to reach the scene. The re- 
port I received was far bet- 
ter than t had hoped. A man 
had run his ear off the road. 
fie had same laundry In his 
back sent which, when ills 
' door flew open had fallen out 
on the road. These were the 
"bodies" the woman had seen 
from her' house." 

Vlv has two other' girls, 
Dolores Pierce and Kathy 
Haley, who work for her. 

"When I am In need of a 
new operator. I receive ninny 
applicants, but after Ihey 
learn what the job entails, 
few arc interested In the job. 
Mrs. Mnpleihorpe explained 
that the girl has to be a "spe- 
cial type" of person. She 
has to bo able to accept re- 
sponsibility. "After all, a 
big pun of the time wc aro 
dealing will) people's lives." 

The operator has to be fa- 
miliar with the area. Many 
of the callers aro excited and 
can't give enough information 
to tell the operator where ex- 
actly lite squad is needed. 
It is an these occasions that 
experience and training is 
needed. 

"We have to bp able to get 
the Information out of them," 
Viv explained. "One night 1 
received a coil from a woman 
whose husband had suffered 
a heart attack. She was so 
excited she couldn't tell me 
where she lived. I asked her 
to give me (he name of her 
neighbor whom 1 then called. 
In lh Is way I was able to gel 
the squad to the correct ad- 
dress." Vlv related other 
similar calls which, through 
her ability lo think quickly.

We want to make 
sura that we know .exactly 
whore help Is needed. ' 
■'• Vlv is very serious about 
her job and her responsibili- 
ties. All of her "girls" have 
at least 8 months training 
before they are left on the 
job alone? She Is on duty 
24 hours a day. A total of 
834' calls have been received 
In the last three years. Each 
call averages a little over an 
hour and a half In length. . - 

"We stay with the squad 
from the time they leave the 
garage until they return." 
One Important duty of the op- 
erator is to keep a record of 
all the' calls made by the 
squad. 

One cannot appreciate the 
speed at which the squad Is 
able to answer Kb calls of dis- 
tress unless he examines the 
answering service log. 

As recorded on May 10, of 
this year: auto accident near 
John's River Inn. The call 
was rcceelved at 3;5Q p.m. 
The squad was on Its way at 
3:52; at (lie scene at 4:00; had 
victim at the doctor's at 4:25. 
Another call was In answer 
to a drowning, approximately 
six miles from the station. 
The squad was at the scene 
In oxactly .10 minutes after 
the cull was made. 

When a tragedy occurs, it 
seems like an eternity before 
the squad arrives an the 
scene, but IE one examines 
the log, he can see that very 
little time has actually

"The town people took us 
to a restaurant (downtown' 
and treated uu to a meal. 
'Just order anything .you 
want <and aa ; much .as ;you' 
want; 1 We were itold. ! Theyj 
Were very appreciative for, 
what we /had been able to do 
and couldn't do' .'enough for 
us. . i 

"I recall, one other instance! 
when we were called to Evan- 
aton to help drag for bodies 
from a plane that had crash- 
ed in Lube Michigan. 

"The Navy had already 
sent one of their barges out 
with a diver, but the water 
waa so rough that when they 
opened the front of the 
barge to retrieve the diver, 
the barge swamped and sank, 
drowning the diver and two 
or three others. We couldn't 
obtain a suitable boat from 
which to work and the water 
was so rough there wasn't 
anything we could do." 

It's not all agony and suf- 
fering, Leonard said. "One 
time a woman called so ex- 
cited we couldn't understand 
her. She kept shouting 'She's 
down,- she's down, she won"t 
get up.' We finally managed 
to calm her enough to get 
the test of the story. Iter 
cow had slipped on the Ice 
In her barn and was afraid 
to get up. We suggested she 
call a tow truck. 

"Then there waa that bad 
accident out on Grass Lake 
Road. Dismembered bodies 
lying all over the road, the 
woman said. We got out 
there and found that a bag 
full of laundry had spilled 
from someone's car and lit 
tcred the highway with cloth 
ing. 

"One of the main prob- 
lems the squad has had to 
contend with throughout the. 
years," Leonard said, "Is .get- 
ting complete and accurate 
information. 

"Many times when people 
call they are so excited that 
they are unintelligible. We 
have even bad calls where 
they shout into the phone, 
'There's been an accident,' 
and then hang up. 

"Then, too, some of these 
homes around the lakes area 
are very difficult to locate, 
the streets aren't marked, 
and most of the, areas have, 
no numbering system for the 
houses."

Fred Yates 

Fred Yates has been a 
member of the Rescue Squad 
for 20 years. He has no 
Idea how many calls he's an 
swered in those years, but 
they've been many. 

"I never answered many 
calls during the da y.!Ured 
explained. "*! was usually 
working. I went, on the 
night calls." 

Why did he join the squad? 
"I guess it would be hard to 
say," he said slowly. "It's 
just the satisfaction of know- 
ing you're helping someone. 

'Til , tell you," he said, 
"when I'm really glad I'm oq 
the squad. We get a call to 
go out to somebody's home, 
maybe a little house in the 
country. There's an old 
couple living there, and one 
of them's had a stroke or a 
heart attack. We take 'em 
in to the hospital. And 
when you're ready to leave, 
they look up at you, kind of 
pitiful, and thank you. It 
makes you feel real good." 

"Then of course," he 
grinned wryly, "there're the 
ones that glare at you when 
you come in and say, 'Where 
the hell have YOU been.' 
That's people, they're all dif 
ferent. 

, "It's funny," Fred contin 
ued. "You're called out, may 
be to a traffic accident, and 
you pick someone up and 
take them to the hospital 
You're busy, checking in 
juries and everything. It 
may be someone you know 
real well, but you don't real 
ly see their face. Not be- 
cause it's smashed up or any 
thing, you just don't think 
about who it is. Then, may- 
be, you get them into a hos- 
pital room or you're talking 
to a doctor or nurse, and all 
of a sudden you look down 



and say, 'Well, Hello there.' 
It's somebody you know." 

Fred joined the ' squad at 
the same time as Red Murrie 
and Charlie Larson. , They 
were all sworn In at the same 
time. At that time, he says, 
the members were all sworn 
In by the village clerk, and 
were -under— t he jurisdiction 
of the Village Board, though 
they never received tax 
money. Harry Greenlee gave 
them their First Aid instruc- 
tion. Greenlee was an Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone man, 
arid gave First Aid classes, 
not just to Rescue Squad 
workers, but the general pub- 
lic. . I , ■ 

Drownings are always trag- 
ic, Fred says. By- the time 
someone calls the squad, and 
they get there;' It's too late 
tp_do any good unless some- 
one at the scene has the 
knowledge and presence of 
mind, to start to work on 
them immediately. 

One of the drownings he 
recalls vividly Is one at Lake 
Catherine a good many years 
ago when six people drowned. 

The squad dragged for 
hours, and, Fred says rather 
proudly, he and Red Murrie 
recovered five of the bodies,, 
the other boat recovered the 
other one. 

The most gratifying thing 
about drownings, Fred says, 
is that the number of them 
has been reduced so much, 
over the years. With more 
boats, faster traffic on the 
water, more people near the 
water, there are still fewer 
drownings. 

After 20 years on the 
squad, Fred says, he's not 
quite as active as he used to 
be. He gets rheumatic 
■twinges once in a while, and 
it worries him at times that 
if a twinge hit him when he 
was carrying someone on a 
stretcher he might drop them 
or something of the sort. So 
he's glad younger men are 
taking over more of the calls. 

"You know, it never fails," 
he said cheerfully, "if you get 
a call where you have to 
carry a 200-pound man out 
on a stretcher, he's in a little 
upstairs bedroom or apart- 
ment, with the narrowest, 
steepest stairs you could 
find."

Inclusion of the Rescue 
Squad as a branch of the fire 
department didn't seem to 
work out, and on September 
9, 1041, a resolution was 
passed at a meeting of the 
Antioch Volunteer Fire De- 
partment separating the Res- 
cue Squad and the Fire De- 
partment. 

The first Rescue Squad 
truck was.purchacsd In 1940. 
It was paid for on June 7, 
1940. It cost about S800.00. 

At the time the Rescue 
Squad and the Fire Depart- 
ment separated, several of 
the firemen. dropped off the 
Rescue Squad to remain with" 
the Fire Department and vice 
versa. 

Raising money in the first 
years was a problem. On\ 
August 1, 1947. the Lions 
Club signed an agreement 
with the squad to help with 
the -financial affairs. The 
signatures of H. Krucgcr 
and George Bartlctt are af- 
fixed to this agreement. 

A story in the Chicago 
Tribune of September 12, 
1943, list the calls handled to 
date — 107 highway accidents, 
31 drownings. 37 heart cases, 
53 hospital cases, 23 fire 
calls, 4 poison cases, 17 strok- 
es and 2 electrical cases. 

Construction was complet- 
ed on a new home for the 
squad, next to tiic Antioch 
Fire Department, in 1952. 

-A Chevrolet truck was 
purchased In 1949. A new 
1950 Olds Squad truck was 
purchased in 1956; and in 
1960 and 1983 CMC trucks, 
which the squad still has, 
were purchased. 

The 1940 truck was sold 
to the Lake Villa Rescue 
Squad after it was formed.

The 
practice was abandoned in 
about 1945 or 1946, although 
the squad still answers fire

The 1958 Lions Club letter 
lists the calls made the pre- 
vious year— 336. These . in- 
cluded 54 heart attacks, 29 
strokes, 64 house cases, 122 
accidents, 4 drownings, 38 
hospital cases and 27 accom- 
panying fire alarms and mis- 
c ellaneous. • 



The squad started back. In 
1939 with a bare minimum 
of equipment— a resuscltatdr, 
a couple of blankets, no 
truck, and a few men with a 
great deal of determination. 

The Rescue Squad now has 
a building, two trucks, the 

latest and finest in rescue

"I'm 
assigning you to the emer- 
gency room." 

"The first two days were 
rough," Jim says. "Then I 
got Interested." 

After his emergency room 
service was over, Jim served 
in just about every depart- 
ment in the 'hospital, Includ- 
ing several months In the de- 
livery room, He had long 
since forgotten his worry 
about the sight of blood, and 
gained a fund of knowledge 
and experience that has stood 
him In good stead. in his work 
with the Rescue Squad. 

Jim doesn't think any one 
type of call Is any more diffi- 
cult than the other. "You 
take them all, and do what 
can to help," he said. * 

One of the problems the 
squad has that few people 
realize, Jim says, is the legal 
difficulties that arise because 
of Antloch's proximity to the 
State Line, particularly where 
a death is Involved. A resi- 
dent of Antioch*. injured per- 
haps just across the State 
Line, or a heart attack victim 
or his family, who has faith 
in the squad and depends on 
them for emergency treat- 
ment, finds it difficult to 
understand that state laws 
may delay their treatment by 
the squad.

- "Oh, it's inconvenient at 
times, like when you're hav- 
ing a party," Elaine Oftedahl 
said. "But it never really 
bothers me." 

Elaine has reason to appre- 
ciate the value of the Rescue 
Squad /personally.' They 
very possibly saved her 
daughter's eyesight, 

Several years ago Laura, 
now 12 years old, had been 
ill all day with what her 
mother assumed to be the 
flu. When Dr. Thain exam- 
ined - herrhe-felt- there- was 
something other than flu con- 
cerned , and- recommended 
that Mrs. Oftedahl call 
Laura's eye doctor, a Chi- 
cago doctor. Ev was out on 
a squad call with Bill Dow, 
and had taken a patient to 
Victory Memorial hospital. 
The Chicago doctor recom- 
mended that . the girl be 
brought Immediately to Au- 
gustana Hospital in Chicago, 
where he would meet them. 
Dow and Oftedahl returned, 
and Immediately took Laura 
to the Chicago hospital. The 
doctor told them that she 
had a glaucoma attack and 
would probably have lost her 
eyesight within two hours if 
not promptly treated. 

Ev has belonged to the 
squad since a year before 
they were married, Elaine 
expects him to continue to 
be a member, and approves. 
"It's the most important or- 
ganization he's ever be- 
longed to," she says. 

The only calls that shake 
him up are the ones involving 
small children. "Like if he's 
out on a call where a child 



gets hurt riding a bike, some-,

'• R was the high numberof 
drownings that made the 
three men determined to 
found the squad, Herman 
says. "We made up our minds 
lo have the finest Rescue 
group anywhere, and I think 
we succeeded. , • . ■ 

"This was the filrst such 
organization in the state, 
and I think the fine work 
our squad did is the reason 
the other squads were formed 
all around us. We went 
down and taught a lot of 
those fellows their First Aid." 

The men used ordinary 
cars at- first in their First 
Aid work. .This meant delay 
in loading up the necessary 
equipment when they were 
called. Herman Hoibek was 
their publicity, man, Rosing 
says, and did a fine job of 



getting (donations; m John 
Horah helped In this area,' 
too; Articles iln the Chicago, 
Tribune and the Waukcgan 
News^'Wangled 'toy ithe itwo 
men, built up ^the squad's 
funds, till finally ..they- ihad 
enough for their first truck, 
Rosing and his father owned 
the Ford agency in Antioch,; 
and igot ithe \truck ;aticdst. -M 

That early truck speeded 
things up, eliminating {the 
need to load equipment, but 
It was n not used as an am- 
bulance.^ .' i- j 
. "I was against the ambu- 
lance idea," Herman says,' 
"but the majority felt it was 
needed, and it seemed to 
work out air right. . 

"We used to be always olit 
begging money for equip 
ment, and it got to be too 
much, along with the Rescue 
work," Herman said. "I- was 
the instigator of the move to 
get the Lions to sponsor us, 
and help with the financial 
end. Some of the men were 
against It. They were afraid 
the Lions Club would try to 
"run"' the squatl .But we 
went to a meeting and the 
Lions Club .voted to sponsor 
us. I think lfs" been a won- 
derful thing for the squad.". 

So, through the years, the 
Squad resolved Its differ- 
ences without affecting the 
solidity of the organization. 

Calls for help were made 
dlrectly-to-the-places-of-busi- 
ness or the homes of the men, 
Herman said. First, to him 
and Clarence Shultis, when 
the unit was part of the Fire 
Department, then to Herman 
Hoibek at the Ben Franklin 
Store.- Whoever got the call 
rushed to the Fire Depart- 
ment and blew the whistle, 
and one or two of the other 
men came. 

"The night operator at the 
Antioch Exchange was a Mrs. 
Smoak," Herman, said. "She 
had a special way of ringing 
the phone when it was a call 
for the squad. I could tell 
the minute the phone rang." 

James McMillen, Burt An- 
derson and Earl Yates owned 
a radio store in Antioch, and 
built the first two-way radio 
the squad owned, and gave it 



to them. Yates and Ander- 
son had 1st Class radio op-

One of their big troubles 
In 'the 'early days was finding

"I have no regrets for the 
time I devoted to the squad," 
Herman said. "Though I 
guess we missed a lot because 
of It. We used to stay home 
nearly every weekend, to be 
available. One man, In uni- 
form, used ■ to .'stay at the 
squad building all day Sun- 
day, on duty." 

Mrs. Rosing agreed that'll 
had certainly tied them down. 
"I think the Memorials people 
give now, donations to the 
squad instead of flowers, are 
a wonderful idea," she said.
